Bomb Blasts Hall 
Before Snowdon Visit 


CARDIFF, Wales (AP) — A 
bomb blast smashed the door- 
way and entrance hall of Car- 
diff's Temple of Peace today 
shortly before Lord Snowdon ar- 
rived the-e for a conference on 
Prince Charles’ investiture as 


-. Prince of Wales. 


Police sources blamed the ex- 
plosion on extremists demand- 
ing home rule for the Welsh. As 
Snowdon calmly entered 
meetin g*hall, demonstrators 
waved banners outside. One 
proclaimed: ‘‘Republic, not roy- 
alty.” 

The blast broke windows 
throughout the area, but there 
were no réports. of injuries. Po- 
lice found evidence of a crude 
time bomb placed on a shelf 
above the front doors of the 
temple—built as a symbol of 
Welsh devotion to peaceful 
causes,

Canada Unveils 'Deep Plunge Satellite’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — A Defence 
Research Board scientist has 
developed a "reverse satellite’’ 
to explore inner , space—the 
world’s oceans. , 

Colleagues of Donald A. 
Grant, 40, of Pictou, N.S., today 
described his development as a 
great scientific breakthrough in 
Oceanography. 

Mr. Grant said of his three- 
ton oceanographic buoy: “It's 
the same as a satellite only the 
other way—into the ocean 
depths instead of into space.” 

He said thé buoy, built by FE. 
M. I. Cosser Ltd. of Dartmouth, 
N.S., will make .possible re- 
placement of weather ships at 
sea and faster and more thor- 


ough bottom-to-surface explora- 
tion of the world’s oceans. 
Information on the buoy, 
which has already plunged to a 
dept: of 17,000 feet in trialsyhas| 
just been taken off the secret 
list by the defence department.

Appointments to Second Body 


Said Outdated 


QUEBEC (CP) — Le Soleil 
says ‘it ha&S learned that the 
Union Nationale government 
plans eventually to make the 
legislative council, Quebec's 
upper house, an elected body. 
The 24 members of the council 
now are appointed by the gov- 
ernment for life. 

The newspaper says it also 
learned from members attend-| 
ing a Union Nationale party 
caucus at St. Johns, Que., that 
widespread changes will be 
made in the traditional ceremo-| 
nies surrounding the opening of 
the legislature session and in 
rules of the elected 108-member 
legislative assembly. 


The rule changes would bel, 


based on recommendations soon 
to be made by a committee of 
Union Nationale and Liberal 
members and would be enforced 
during the next session, expect- 
ed to open about Jan. 10. 

At the opening ceremony, the 
lieutenant-governor would sim- 
ply declare the session open in- 
stead of reading in French and 
English the traditional speech 
from the throne prepared by the 
government, The speech would 
be read by the premir or, in 
his absence, by the speaker of 
the legislative assembly. 


MAY LIMIT DEBATE 


Debate on the speech from 
the throne would be limited to 
25 hours. 

The session would automati- 
cally adjourn at the end of June 
and resume, if necessary, in 
September to permit members 
to take their holidays in July 
and August. 

Royal assent would be given 
to bills as soon as they have 
been adopted by both chambers, 
At present assent is given to 
bills in groups. 

The assent would be given in 
the chambers of the lieutenant- 
governor instead of the legisla- 
tive council as now is the case. 
The change was expected to 
mean that the legislative coun- 
cil would have to meet more 
frequently to handle. legislation. 

Le Soleil says the rule 
changes ‘are aimed at making 
members “true legislators.” 
They also would eliminate what 
are considered outmoded rules 
and traditions borrowed from 
the British monarchical system. 

Representation in the council 
now is Union Nationale 14, Lib- 
erals 10. In the assembly Union 
Nationale has 56 members, Lib- 
erals 48 and there are four inde- 
pendent members.

MEMBERS 
in the city and the Greater Vic- 
toria municipalities have expressed 
alarm at suggested increases in the 
cost of library service in the district, 
but this is an area of community ex- 
penditure in which understanding 
and foresight are necessary. 


The Greater Victoria library sys- 
tem is an essential element in our 
cultural and educational environ- 
ment. Unless that environment is 
to suffer the library facilities must 
keep pace with the increasing needs 
of the people no less than with the 
numerical growth of the population. 


The Greater Victoria library sys- 
tem is more than a downtown build- 
ing filled with books. The library 
board is charged, not only with the 
task of operating the central library, 


__ but with extending branches to the 


member municipalities as soon as 
this expansion is feasible. Already 
two branches serve Central Saanich 
and Saanich, and two more are plan- 
ned for Esquimalt and Oak Bay. 

A library’s book stocks cannot re- 
main static. Large numbers must be 
added each year not only to replace 
worn-out volumes but to keep 


abreast of the public’s demand for 
some of the thousands of new works 
which appear in an ever mounting 
annual stream. An important aspect 
-of this work lies in the provision of 
books for children and teen-age read- 
ers, and the inculcation at an early 
age of appreciation for the many 
worthwhile returns that can be had 
from hours invested in reading. , 

It is recognized that library ser- 
vice is only one of a number of es- 
sential public facilities. But it is so 
important a part of our modern com- 
munity life that hands should not be 
raised in horror at the news that, 
as with almost every other aspect 
of our lives, the costs of an adequate 
service are increasing. 

The popular use of the Greater 
Victoria library and its branches and 
bookmobile is adequate evidence of 
the value placed on them by young 
and old in this community—and this 
high rate of use applies not merely 
to fiction but also to the many 
serious and informational volumes 
and to the reference department. We 
have here a flourishing asset, des- 
tined for still greater public service, 
and it should not be allowed to 
wither from lack of nourishment.

Fires to Clear the Ground in Britain 


N my last day in London I asked a 

famous professor of history from 
Cambridge to describe the current mood 
of his people. -— 

“Sulky,” he said. ‘‘Brittle. Confused. 
And lazy. Of course we’ve always been a 
lazy people but we 
can't afford it any 
more in this bar- 
barous world.” 

Doubtless all this 
is true. Yet it is only 
part of the truth, as I 
tried to guess it on 
my furious and 
somewhat absurd 
travels about the . 
country. Britain, I 
think,. is not just Hutchison 
sulky. It is good -and angry—with 
foreigners, with its government, and, 
most of all, with itself. I take that anger 
as a sign of health. For when Britain 
becomes angry, as two world wars and 
other historical exhibits demonstrate, it 
is capable of almost anything. 


‘Just Wait’ 


Or in the words of a successful young 
scientist: ‘We'll be no use till-the world 
has given us up as hopeless, Then we'll 
be okay. Just wait.” 

Britain’s Canadian friends, I suppose, 
are waiting, though in the present state 
of their own nation they have no right to 
criticize the British, or any other people 
for that matter. As an ignorant visitor 
and incorrigible North American, I 
come home with no doubt about Britain’s 
revival, not as a great power but as one 
the most agreeable and civilized so- 
cieties on earth. 

It often occurred to me, when I talked 
with nameless people in towns whose 
names I forget that their nostalgia for a 
lost Empire and the grand old days was. 
lacking in perspective. After all, if you 
date the Empire from the fall of Quebec 
in 1759 it lasted less than two 
centuries—a mere blink in history’s eye 
and doomed by -the nature of things 
from the beginning. It differed from 
other empires only in its brevity, its 
wisdom, its constructive work all over 
the globe and in its voluntary liquidation. 
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Horse Sense Adjustment 


Actually a Britain overshadowed by 
the two present super-powers and 
seeking ordinary membership in a new 
European union of some sort is 
returning, after_an improbable detour, to 
normal, It {adjusting itself, with 


—ynarvellous flexibility and practical horse 
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face in their turn, and may not manage 
nearly so well. 

Or again, the dissolution of Britain's 
old caste structure, though slow and 
sometimes ugly, is creating a new type 
of egalitarian citizenship perhaps the 
most sophisticated and certainly the best- 
mannered in the world. 


Net So Hopeful 


That is one side of the revolution, 
enforced by loss of empire and carried 
on ,with a deceptive, untidy look of 
absent-mindedness, uniquely British. 
There is another side not so hopeful. 

A great minster of state told me that 
the Labor government ‘‘must burn a big 
bonfire to clear the ground before the 
grass grows green again, and any 
government would have to do the same 
thing." 

That, I dare say, is accurate enough 
as far as it goes. But the burning is by 
no means complete yet and according to 
the most intelligent man I met in Britain 
will take an entire generation or, as he 
said, ‘‘twenty years in a hair shirt till 
another generation arrives.” 

You can see at once what he meant 
when you observe the ridiculous obso- 
lescence in some aspects of the British 
system. 

The pathetic figures of half a dozen 
leisurely old men repairing a main 
highway with shovels, or endlessly lifting 
and replacing the ancient stones of a city 
pavement; the comical delays in building 
a simple four-room bungalow, often a 


full year’s work; the hotel clerk, usually 


a charming girl in a mini-skirt, trying to 
add up a night's bill with a pencil instead 
of an adding machine and quite baffled 
by travellers’ cheques; the long agony of 
a telephone call to a town 50 miles 
distant, as if you were seeking Mr. Mao 
in Peking; the union rule by which, as a 
business tycoon assured me, a broken 
light bulb in his office must be replaced 
by two skilled electricians if you can find 
them—these constant annoyances in- 
furiate any North American and often 
made me yearn for home. 


Valuable but Obsolete 


Yet they represent a valuable, though 
ote an obsolete, aspect of British 

e. 

The Englishman, said Bagehot, is an 
“enjoying man.’ He has always known, 
as North Americans are only beginning 
to discover, that life contains more than 
work or wealth. In earlier times Britain 
could afford a genial, easy-going society 
(so long as it was satisfied to keep most 
of its population in grinding poverty as 
the servant of the glittering, idle upper 
clases), ke 

The grim truth today, the truth 
underlying all the eeanomie revolution 
andthe polltteal warfare, ts that the 
hinury of a. pleasant, Inefficient life ts 
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beyond Britain’s means. It may make 
good sense in philosophical terms. It 
makes no sense in economic terms when 
Britain must contend—merely to main- 
tain its existing standard of life—with 
foreigners in Europe, America and 
Japan whose philosophy is quite dif- 
ferent, harsher, more materialistic and 
brutally competitive. 

To meet this competition in a new 
world more mechanized and richer, 
though evidently crazier than the old, 
Britain must surrender many of its 
familiar ways—not just in the daily 
physical busimess of earning a livelihood 
but in the average man's mental attitude 
to life. 


Painful Surrender 


The surrender is painful in all 
countries, including Canada, but es- 
pecially painful in Britain where it must 
be executed at break-neck speed and 
where it runs counter to the deepest 
mores of venerable, settled and, on the 
whole, a magnificent civilization. 

You can sense the pain of change 
more in the quiet countryside whose 
inhabitants have time to think, than in 
the noisy, boisterous capital whose 
thought must often stop, dead, in the 
traffic. 

“We're falling to pieces,” says an inn 
keeper in Shakespeare’s town of Strat- 
ford. ‘“‘The government’s ruining us by 
giving all our money to the no-goods who 
won’t work,” says a hard-faced spinster 
who drives a government car in. Kent. 
“They call themselves socialists but 
they're really Communists,” says the 
living image of Colonel Blimp in a lovely 
Cotswold village, ‘‘and they'll wreck us 
before the Tories get in again.” 


Tribal Feeling 


At first sight the fine art of British 
grumbling and selfdisparagement is 
likely to shake the stranger. After a 
while, however, I began to see through it 
to a coherent quality which I can only 
call a tribal feeling, a sense of common 
a family instinct and an 
unconquerable strength in adversity not 
yet achieved in North America or 
probably anywhere else. hs 

It is this inner thing without name or

Is Essential

HE Confederation of Tomorrow cun- 

ference, opening November 27, in 
Toronto, might almost have been made 
to order to help Quebec negotiate a

ent statehood. The 
recent policies and 
pronouncements of the 
Quebec govern- 
ment, and the whole 
political and admini- 
strative evolution of 
the province since 
1960, make it un- 
mistakably clear that 
the end of the road 
along which Quebec is now moving is 
political independence. But it is equally 
clear that the end of this road is not yet 
in easy reach — except perhaps by a 
very dangerous shortcut. 

A small minority consciously favors 
independence. Rene Levesque estimates 
it at 20 per cent. And some public 
opinion surveys have put the figure at 
only seven or eight per cent. 

But there are many more people in 
the province who say they are against 
separatism but nevertheless want drastic

constitutional changes that amount to the _ 


same thing. 

Quebee’s success in reaching inde- 
pendence more or less painlessly will 
continue to depend for some time on the 
survival of the illusion that developing 
Quebec into a ‘‘national state’ does not 
necessarily mean pulling out of the 
Canadian federation. 

That reassuring illusion cannot safely 
be dropped until the evolution toward 
independence has reached the point - 
where it is more dangerous to turn back | 
than to go on to the end. 

Keeping that illusion alive in the 
meantime is obviously necessary, not 
only to reassure the population of the 
province itself, but also for the benefit of 
industrialists and investors whose mis- 
givings about Quebec's political future 
could hamper the development needed to 
get the province ready to go it alone. 


Ideal Means 


The conterence called for later this 
month by Ontario Premier John Robarts 
could be an ideal means of reinforcing 
this illusion that the people of Quebec do 
not have to choose between Canadian 
citizenship and national statehood. 

And it ts hard to doubt that it will 
serve this purpose, unless the other 
participating provinces approach it fully 
aware of the direction in which Quebec’s 
“quiet revolution” is headed, of the 
reason why it is going that way and of 
the fact that accommodating the auton- 
omist ambitions of the State of Quebec is 
not the only way of making up for 
injustices French Canadians have suf- 
fered in the past, although it may for the 
moment seem the easiest and cheapest 
way. 

Historian Ramsay Cook recently put 
into two sentences the essence of the 
change that has occurred in Quebec in 
the last few years: 

“In the past the church had been the 
major institution of ‘la survivance’ 
(survival of the French-Canadian na- 
tion); today is is the state. That is the 
real, indeed only, revolution that has 
taken place in Quebec.” 

While Prof. Cook.speaks as an outside 
observer, the point he makes has also 
been made, in only slightly different 
words, by a man who is performing a 
leading role in bringing that revolution

The U.S, was in Vietnam be-| 
cause of fear of China, This fear | 
was based on imagination. Viet- 
nam did not fear an invasion 
from China. 

The 41-year-old monk left 
Vietnam last year and lives in 
Paris. He is on a tour of the 
U.S. and came here from New 
York at the invitation of the 
committee. 

He has been a professor of re- 
ligion, editor of a Buddhist 
newspaper and a director a 
publishing house, He is the au- 
thor of 14 books, including col- 
lections of poetry. 

Mr. Nhat Hanh said friends 
have warned him not to return 
to Vietnam because his outspo-| 
kenness in ‘opposing the war} 
might endanger his life. 

He said the Sept. 3-election in 
South Vietmam was ‘‘political 
chicanery.”” 

Testifying in French and ‘Eng- 
lish for.2% hours, he said the 
election.was marked by censor-| 
ship, suppression of free speech 
and manipulation to exclude the 
most likely peace candidates.

“Tt is impossible for one man to serve 
the needs of his church and the affairs of the 
council as well,”” said Aev. Albert E. King, 
chairman of the council’s fellowship com- 
mittee. 

“We have agreed that’ a full-time 
executive director is needed if our Christian 
churches are, to draw closer in witness and in 
service.” 

As a guide to the future the council invited 
Rev. Dr. Lemuel Petersen, executive minis- 
ter of the Seattle Council of Churches, to 
address the meeting. 

He flew from Seattle eevonapented by a

Roman Catholic priest, Rev. John Mitchell of 
St. Thomas’s Church, who works for the 
counci}] on a part-time basis. 

Dr, Petersen said the Seattle Council has 
a staff of six full-time employees — a 
director, an associate director, a bookkeeper, 
an information clerk and two typists. It also 
has a number of part-time employees. 

The annual budget for the council is 
$80,000 a year, of which 60 per cent is. raised 
by the churches. Thirty per cent comes from 
local businesses and individual donors and 10 
per cent from social and recreational 
activities sponsored by the council. 

Dr. Petersen pointed out Seattle has 200 
churches and Victoria only 60. 

“I assume you wish to begin with one full- 
time paid officer,” he said. “His job would be 
to imvolve lay persons in all kinds of 
Christian activity. 

“Later, as this area develops, you might 
find it possible to employ more staff.” 

Dr. Petersen: said the director of a council 
of churches could be clergyman or woman, @ 
school teacher, a business executive or a real 
estate operator. 


“But he or she must also be dedicated 
Christian, ready and anxious to serve all 
churches in the cause of Christ.” 


Dr. Petersen said the Seattle council is 
controlled by member churches, and each 
member church appoints clerical and lay 
representatives-to the yao of Delegates’ the 
council’s governing body. 

“The council has” no legislative or 
executive authority over the churches,” he 
said. “It’s functions are advisory and 
consultative.” 

Answering questions from Victoria 
clergy, Dr. Petersen said the work done 
through the Seattle council is finanaced 
primarily on a pro-rata basis. 

“We suggest an average yearly contribu- 
tion to the council of one dollar per church 
member.”

The leopard and the cheetah 
are both big cats of the animal 
family Felidae. Both wear coats 
of basic blond painted with dark 
spots. But when it comes to 
character, the two big cats. are} 
not at all alike. - 

All the big cousins of the | 
house cat, of course, are) 
carnivores. As meat eaters, 
they tend to regard most 
smaller animals as possible 
items on their menus. Tigers 
and jaguars, lions and leopards 
are fierce predators andnot at 
all shy about attacking human 
beings. Some of these big cats 
have been tamed and trained. 
But as a rule, they are 
creatures of the wild who do not 
regard us as their friends: The 
cheetah also is a ‘big cat, often 
as big as a leopard. But he is 
less fierce than _bis__ catty! 
cousins. Since ancient times, 
cheetahs have been tamed and 
trained to hunt for their human 
owners. 

In appearance and -size, the 
leopard and ¢heetah are some- 
what -similar. A big leopard 
may be 4 feet long, plus a 38 
inch tail. A big cheetah may be 
the same length, but his tail is a 
few inches shorter. He has 
longer legs, but the stockier 
leopard outweighs him by about 
50 pounds. A ‘big leopard tips 
the scales at about 150 pounds. 
And only the leopard wears 
spots clustered together in 
round rosettes. The spots of the 
cheetah cover his blond coat is 
separate, evenly distributed 
freckles.

If the .“‘Miles for Millions’’ 
march planned here by Uni- 
versity of Victoria students for 
Nov, 25, as a youth centennial 
effort to buy portable class- 
rooms for developing Com- 
monwealth nations, follows the

About 4,000 people started. 
The Bishop of Ottawa com- 
pleted 20 miles., One pretty 
girl was reported to have per- 
suaded her friends to sponsor 
her for $70 a -mile. A group of 
young people from an Angli- 
ean church’ pushed an iron 
beadstead the full 40 miles. 
None of them needed a rest, 
but they raised $116, 

Four hundred and seventy- 
seven completed the course. 
Among the last to finish, 
around 3 a.m. the next morn- 
ing, was. an ll-year-old boy 
whose father was working in 
India.

Historic Moon ‘Hop’ | 
“Taken by Surveyor 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Surveyor VI made an historic 
“hop™ on the moon today, scientists say, becoming the first 
earth rocket to lift off the lunar surface. 

The three-legged, picture-taking ‘spacecraft, which 
soft-landed on the moon’s Central Bay November §, reached an 
altitude of about 10 feet on a 6'%,-second flight initiated by 
signals from the Jet Propulsion Laboratory here. ¥ 

The. U.S. mooncreft landed about eight feet from its 
original position. Scientists said the manoeuvre was designed 
to tell them more-about the lunar surface. 

‘“Fhis will help the Apollo people know the strength of the 
surface since they’ll have to fire rockets to return to earth,” 
a laboratory spokesman explained. He referred to the Apollo 
program aimed atlanding a man on the moon.

OTTAWA (CP) — A Defence 
Research Board scientist has 
developed a “‘reverse satellite’ 
to explore inner space—the 
world’s oceans. 

Colleagues of Donald A. 
Grant, 40, of Pictou, N.S., today 
described his development as a 
great scientific breakthrough in 
oceanography. 

Mr. Grant said of his three- 
ton oceanographic buoy: “It's 
the same as a satellite only the 
other way—into the ocean 
depths instead of into space.” 

He said the buoy, built by E. 
M. I. Cosser Ltd. of Dartmouth, 
N.S., will make possible re- 
placement of weather ships at 
sea and faster and more thor-!
